Dear  Captain  and  Kurt: 

Rosslyn  Hotel  (1 1 2 W 5th)  is  becoming  more  of  an  issue. 


This  week  we  had  a gentleman  who  lives  there  set  up  an  encampment  on  the  sidewalk  for  several  days. 

There  is  what  I am  told  is  a designated  window  with  marking  (flag  or  sometimes  a shirt  or  blanket)  which  area  residents 
have  alleged  is  a dealer.  There  have  been  witnesses  seeing  residents  (or  someone  in  the  windows)  throwing  objects 
down  to  others  waiting  on  the  sidewalk.  I have  not  witnessed  this  so  perhaps  I can  find  someone  with  more  specifics. 
They  also  have  extensive  graffiti  along  their  back  wall  which  faces  the  parking  lot  to  the  South. 

Most  alarming  (and  included  in  the  photos  below)  is  that  items  are  thrown  onto  the  pavement  below  such  as  bottles  and 
a few  days  ago,  a radio,  which  nearly  missed  a pedestrian. 


Have  they  been  required  to  hire  new  security  staff  and  should  we  set  a collective  meeting  so  that  concerns  from  the 
community  and  observations  may  be  expressed?
